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MEDICAL  OEEICEB’S  EEPORT  OF  THE 
BIRTHS  AND  DEATHS 


For  the  A  ear  (53  weeks)  ended  January  2,  1897, 
IN  THE  BOROUGH  OF  STALYBRIDGE. 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough 
of  Stalybriuge,  being  the  Urban  Sanitary  Authority 
of  the  said  Borough. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  twenty-third  annual  report,  which 
I  commence  with  the  usual  formal  record  of  the  births  and 
deaths  for  the  last  twelve  months. 

During  the  year  (58  weeks^  ended  January  2,  1897,  the 
num  er  of  bii  ths  regisiered  in  the  Boi  ough  was  887  ;  of  these 
4B2  were  males  and  4U5  femal  s  The  deatlis  registered  dur¬ 
ing  th''  Sr.me  p  nod  numbered  572  ;  of  these  6  were  males 
and  288  -ema  es.  The  bi.th  rate,  for  tbeyear  was  end 

the  death  rate  20  3  per  l,UC.O  persons  living  -i^ty  ^ix  deaths 
were  recorded  from  the  seven  principal  zyu  otic  .,is.  ases  which 
give  a  death  rate  of  2-3  per  lOOO  persons  liung  for  the  past 
twelve  months. 
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The  Borough  of  Stalybridge  is  divided  into  four  wards, 
and  the  following  was  the  death  rate  in  each  ward,  viz  : — 
Lancashire  Ward,  17‘4 ;  Siayley  Ward,  17’2 ;  Dukinfield 
Ward,  22'5;  and  Millbrook  Ward,  13  0, 

'I'hirty-nme  deiths  occurred  in  the  Workhouse,  Ashton- 
under-Lyne,  of  pei  sons  removed  there  from  the  Borough,  aod 
18  deaths  in  the  Infirmary,  which  I  have  included  in  my 
general  death  rate. 

The  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  to  1000 
births  registered  were  for  the  year  168. 

The  numVer  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  to 
1000  births  registered  in  the  different  wards  for  the  year  1896 
is  as  follows,  viz.: — Lancashire  Ward,  I  !'t  ;  Stayley  Ward, 
155  ;  Dukinfield  Ward,  205  ;  and  Millbrook  Ward,  142. 

The  population  of  the  Borough  is  based  on  the  census 
taken  in  1891,  with  the  increase  of  births  over  di'aths  added  to 
it,  and  brought  down  to  the  end  of  the  year,  and  the  popula¬ 
tion  now  stands  as  follows,  viz.: — Lancashire  Ward,  614  ! ; 
Stayley  Ward,  10555;  Dukinfield  Ward,  8213;  and  Millbrook 
Ward,  3133 ;  making  a  total  of  28044. 

I  now  give  a  detailed  account  of  the  Sanitary  work  of  the 
Borough  during  the  past  year,  viz  :•  — 


ZYMOTIC  DISEASE. 

In  Julv,  1°91,  the  Council  at  tlieir  meeting  adopted  the 
Infe  tious  Disease  (Notification)  Act,  1889,  and  the  Infectious 
Disease  (Prevention)  Act,  1890, 

A  few  facts  relating  to  these  dis  ■a'^es  are  now  appended — 

Small  Pox — I  congratulate  the  Committee  on  the  fact  that  no 
case  was  nolifieii  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever — Two  hundred  and  eight  cases  were  notified 
and  22  deaths  occurred. 
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Diphtheria — Fourteen  cases  were  notified,  and  five  deaths 
occurred. 

Membranous  Group — Three  cases  were  notified,  and  three 
deaths  occurred. 

Whooping  Cough — Though  not  included  in  the  above- 
named  Acts,  deaths  occurred. 

Typhoid  Fever — During  the  year  29  cases  were  notified;  of 
which  three  proved  fatal.  I  visited  every  hous^^  and  made 
careful  iuquiry  into  each  case,  but  could  find  nothing  specially 
to  account  for  the  cases. 

The  Corporation  Sewage  Sheme  is  still  incomplete,  though 
very  considerable  progress  has  been  made  with  the  work  dur¬ 
ing  the  year. 

Measles — Althougli  this  is  not  one  of  the  diseases  specified, 
five  deaths  occurred. 

In  all  cases  of  Zymotic  disease  the  houses  are  at  once 
visited  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  I  spector  -i 
Nuisances,  and  printed  instructions  for  the  prevention  of  the 
spread  of  tlie  disease  left  at  the  house,  and  disinf 'ctants  are 
supplied,  and  in  all  cases  the  house  farnigated  with  sulphurous 
acid  fumes,  and  in  severe  cases  the  bedding  and  clothing  are 
burnt. 

In  addition  the  premise's  are  examined  to  ascertain  their 
sanitarv  condition.  On  anv  defects  being  discovered,  notice 
thereof  is  at  once  given  both  to  the  landlord  and  tenant,  and 
also  to  the  Sanitary  Committee,  the  latter  invariably  taking 
Immediate  measures  to  have  the  premises  put  into  a  proper 
sanitarv  condition.

During  the  year  I  have  vi  ited  my  district  with  the 
Inspector  of  Nuisances,  and  on  many  occasions  we  have  been 
accompanied  by  the  Chairman  and  other  members  of  the 
Sanitarv  Committee.  I  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Sanitary 
Committee,  and  advise  them  on  all  matters  relating  to  the 
health  of  the  Borough. 
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Post  Office — I  beg  to  inform  the  Committee  that  during 
the  year  a  lavatory  and  sanitiry  convenienre  have  been 
specially  prcjvided  for  the  use  of  the  female  cleiks. 

Safe  of  Food  and  Drugs  A  of,  1875 — The  Chief  Constable 
{Mr.  Chadwick)  forwarded  to  the  Borough  Analyst  (Mr.  J. 
Carter  Bell,  the  following  articles  to  be  analyze  i,  viz  :  -"ix 
samplf^s  of  butter,  three  samples  of  milk,  and  one  sample  of 
lard,  all  of  which  were  pure. 

Houses  Closed  as  Unfit  for  Human  Habitation — ^Two  hou'^es, 
Nos.  2  and  5,  Back  Castle  Street,  were  closed  by  order  of  the 
Council.  The  landlord  afterwards  relet  the  houses.  He  was 
summoned  before  the  magistrates,  and  fined. 

The  following  properties  have  been  put  into  a  thorough 
sanitary  condition  during  the  year,  under  the  superinten¬ 
dence  of  Mr.  Wliite,  the  Borough  Surveyor,  viz.  ;  —
